DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 26-33 are presented for examination. 

2.. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the information of the 
Parent application and the copending application should be disclosed. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 26-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

As per claims 26-33, are indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Particularly, the applicant does not 
claim any subject matter to the claims 26-33. It is noted that there are only claims 1-5 as original 
filed 06/28/00; according to the preliminary Amendment filed 06/28/00 the applicant requested to 
cancel claims 1-25 and stated claims 26-33 being pending in the application 09/606,057. 
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3. According to the preliminary Amendment filed 06/28/00 the applicant requested to cancel 
claims 1-25 and stated claims 26-33 being pending in the application 09/606,057. However, the 
applicant does not claim any subject matter to the claims 26-33.. Therefore, there is no art 
rejection to the claims 26-33.
